Politically Mr. Hoover cannot af-

party unless he wishes 
to forfeit 


renomination in 1032. The principal 
reason why a veto at this stage of 
the game would be politically embar- 
rassing is that the president has not 
heretofore given any intimation of 
his views on particular 
schedules 


and usually vetos only follow when 
the

recommendation

Eckener Says Flight Shows 


Fraternity of Germany 


and Two Americas 


Pernambuco, Brazil —W)— 
The 


Graf Zeppelin was Moored safely to- 
day to a squat red and white mast 
here at the end of its first trans- 
equatorial flight and its sixth trans- 
Atlantic crossing. 


Tonight, after the tropical 
sun 


was set, Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
the 


ship's master, will start it on the 
third lap of its IS."00 mile journjy 
from Friedrichshafcn, still further 
southward to Rio Janeiro. 


The Graf 
arrived 
over 
Campo 


Giquia, the landing: field here, at 
6:30 p. m. (3:30 p. m. Appleton time) 
just 61 hours from the time it cir- 
cled la Tablada airdrome 
twice at 


Seville, Spain, and started southward 
toward Brazil. 


After circling Campo Giquia once 


it rode off over the city of Pernam- 
buco, but was back in a few min- 
utes. Ropes fluttered from itg gon- 
dolas, were grabbed by an infantry 
landing crew of 350 men and 8:05 
p. m. (5:05 p. m. Apploton lime) it 
had been pulled to earth and attach- 
ed to 
the 
especially constructed 


mast. 


Its 19 pasengers and crew disem- 


barked, happy at being onco more 
on. terra firma, but there was not 
the atmosphere oC having survived 
successfully un hazardous ordeal. Af- 
ter a rather elaborate reception they 
all sought beds in hoi els here. 


COMMANDER'S MESSAGE 


Dr. Eckener save a message to the 


Brazilian press: "I salute the frroat 
Brazilian people and -vish for them 
peace and prosperity—which is my 
hope also for all the people of the 
two American continents. 


"I hope that this glorious flight 


for my fatherland may bo received 
by you as a solemn demonstration 
of the fraternity between Germany 
and the two Americas." 


Arrival of the Graf created a sen- 


sation here. It was the first time a 
dirigible has been seen in these parts 
and people came from all over north- 
eastern Brazil, many from surpris- 
ingly out of the way places. 


As the huge ship hove into view 


the 
crowds 
choc rod themselves 


hoarse. When 
finally it had been 


pulled to earth guards almost had to 
fight the crowd away. 


During the night work proceeded 


in unloading the Graffs 
cargo of 


mail, and in putting into the gas 
bag 1,000 cubic meters of hydrogen 
needed to re-place that lost in ex- 
pansion while crossing the equator. 


MET LITTLE DIFFICULTY 


Arrival of the Graf marked com- 


pletion of a trip that skeptics had 
said the Zeppelin might not Ire able 
to make, the peculiar thermal and 
climatic conditions Involved In the 
equatorial zones presenting unusual 
problems for an apparatus of its de- 
licacy. But it was apparent 
from 


comments of those aboard that 
the 


trip had been accomplished with lit- 
tle or no difficulty. 


Aside from shifting of the trade, 


winds which delayed the first stage 
of the flight to the Canary Islands 
and just beyond, the weather was 
good and the thermal problems were 
taken care of by allo-ing- expansion 
of the lifting gas, and dropping of 
water ballast. 


Only a short stop will be made at 


Rio de Janeiro, the Graf turning and 
cutting north 
again by 
way of 


Pernambuco 
toward 
Havana.

short stop will be made there, and 
the trip will continue to Lakehurst, 
N. J., and thence back to Friedrich-

AMERICA has a sense of humor—and 
thank heaven for it. 


Otherwise radio's newest "gag," the so- 


called "tone control," might be taken 
seriously, and somebody might try and 
start a law against it. 


The pitcher may "control" the curves 


on a baseball. An automobile racer may 
"control" the speed of his car, and a golfer 
may "control" the length of his drive. 


But when it comes to "controlling" the 


musical notes received by a radio set, as 
one of the Two Black Crows very aptly re- 
marked to the other, "You can't do that." 


When John McCormack broadcasts a 


tenor note, no "tone control" will change 
it to bass. When JosefHofmann plays treble 
on the piano, it will stay treble despite all 
the "tone controls" on earth. If you want 
to select some other tones, they have to be 
"selected" from some other station. 


Again it is the Two Black Crows talking, 


and Mack says to Moran, "What can you 
play on your piccolo"? Moran replies,

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SEEKING A UNITED EUROPE 
M. Briand has launched tlte prelim- 


inary step looking to a United States 
of Europe. He has addressed all of the 
26 governments which are members of 
the League of Nations, submitting his 
plan for the organization of a system 
of federal union for Europe and solicit- 
ing comments and suggestions. 
The 


federation is to be developed within 
the League of Nations, It will not be 
in opposition to any ethnical group in 
other countries either within or outside 
the League. It will in no wise 
affect 


the sovereign rights of its members or 
their political independence. These res- 
ervations are made in advance by the 
French statesman. His plan affirms the 
principle of the moral union of Europe, 
and provides for regular meetings of 
the members for discussion of com- 
mon and individual 
problems. 
He 


would subordinate economic to polit- 
ical questions. 


It is M. Briand's opinion that 
the 


extent and the character of an eco- 
nomic union will be determined by the 
question of security and this is in 
turn bound up with the question of 
political union. 
He 
feels, there- 


fore, that it would be best to en- 
ter the political field at the beginning 
in an effort to erect an organic struc- 
ture sufficiently elastic and liberal to 
permit the 
development of both the 


federal idea in government and 
the 


economic union. The organization as 
M. Briand has outlined it would con- 
sist of a president, a limited committee 
and a secretariat. 
Provision is made 


for the security of the smaller stale. 


No one expects, 
e\en in Europe, 


that this opening bid for cooperation 
will produce in the immediate future a 
uniting of the states of Europe. Nev- 
ertheless M. Briand's proposal must 
be taken seriously for the good and 
sufficient reason that 
ultimately 
a 


project of this kind is logical and ad- 
visable. It is an exceedingly complicat- 
ed and difficult problem, but it is not 
insoluble. There are many things in 
which Europe has a common interest 
and a common concern. That these ties 
can be strengthened and increased by 
collaboration goes without saying. 


It is not at all unlikely that the eco- 


nomic and political evolution of 
the 


world Avould in time force such a union. 
At any rate, M. Briand's move is a his- 
toric incident of great importance. 
In 


time it will bear fruit. Americans 
should have no prejudice against a 
United States of Europe. They should 
in truth welcome and encourage it, for 
it would undoubtedly make for greater 
international stability and for the pros- 
perity, peace and 
happiness of that 


continent, all of which we should like 
to see.

impending. Population growth is slow- 
ing down. Many and many a city finds 
itself short of the mark that it confi- 
dently expected to reach.

This affected our national character. 


Tt bred a blind optimism, a feeling that 
we could not spoil our chances, a con- 
viction that ever-bigger things were 
bound to be always ahead of us. 
It 


made the lot of the promoter an easy 
one. It was a tremendously potent 
stimulant to activity—but it did not 
lead us to take a great deal of thought 
for the morrow. Now the swing of the 
pendulum is slowing down. 
Things 


will not be coming so easily hereafter. 
The old, slam-bang, full-speed-ahead 
system must give way to careful plan- 
ning and wise forethought. The prem- 
ium on restless energy will not -be 
quite so high, and the demand for cool, 
analytical brain-power will increase. 


In short, as a nation we are turning 


a corner. We are leaving an era behind 
us, and a long process of readjustment 
lies ahead. It will take some real think- 
ing and some scientific study to get us 
through it without discomfort.

Washington — Uncle Sam keeps a 


eye on his pocket change. 


The other day he turned down an, 


offer to make $3,400 clear profit by 
turning out a new 50-cent piece. 
And he would have had to make 
only 10,000 of them. 


In all probability 
a chance to 


pake an additional $6S,740 within 
a few months will be spurned as 
well. But he'd have to make 600,000 
new 
"four-bit" 
pieces in this in- 


stance. 


The new Issues were to have b««n 


commemorative 
coins — the 
first 


commemorating 
the 
75tl» anniver- 


sary of the Gadsden Purchase, tha 
second that of the end of the Revol- 
utionary war, the surrender of thft 
British forces under Cornwall!* at 
Yorktown. 


In the first Instance a check for 


$5,000 
was sent the 
treasury to 


cover the entire amount of the coin- 
age as well as the cost of minting. 
There was not a chance in the world 
to lose. 


But Uncle Sam declined. 


BOOMERANGS 


As a matter of fact, commemora- 


tive coins have always irked him. 
They have a habit of bouncing back 
after they are issued—at times in 
huge 
quantities. 
There are those 


1,000,000 silver pieces, for Instance, 
which he issued fof the Sesquicen- 
tennial at Philadelphia. By actual 
count, 420,000 of them came back to 
the mints to go in the melting pot. 


And of those 2,134,000 shiny Stone 


Mountain coins issued- not so long 
ago, Uncle Sam reports sadly: 


"It is understood that large num- 


bers of them are on hand, unsold, 
at the banks." 


Experience of the past 10 years 


has had its effect. Fifteen special 
coins have been Issued during that 
time—an average of a new half dol- 
lar every eight months. And they 
have been boomerangs. 


While a 
guarantee Is 
required 


that all such coins will be taken, 
there is no method by which they 
can be prevented from eventually 
getting back to the treasury. 


COST OF ISSUE " 


It costs quite a bit to issue these 


commemorative 50-cent pieces. Sil- 
ver costs 41 cents per fine ounce. 
Copper for alloy sells for 18 cents 
per avoirdupois pound.

Yet during the past 15 years, con- 
gress 
has 
authorized 
13,000,000

7,000,000.

ever it was, Manby was at the cen 
ter of it. 


BECAME GOLD MLSTER 


Manby was born in England 62 


years ago. He came to New Mexico 
in 1883 and 
became 
interested in 


mining properties in the Red River 
region. For about a decade nothing 
much was heard of him; 
Then, in 


1395, 
he 
became associated 
with 


John C. Ferguson and James Wilk- 
inson 
in tho Mystic Gold 
Mine, 


which was close to the property of 
the famous and wealthy Aztec Mine, 
then one of the richest gold mine; 
in the world. 


The Mystic Mine already had a 


history, chiefly of violence. Several 
men in its employ had been killed 
one having been found at the bot- 
tom of the mine shaft, decapitated. 
But the Mystic had never made any 
money until Manby took hold.. Then 
in began to show a big profit. 
It 


was reported here for years that 
Manby had a system 
of 
stealing 


nugsets 
from 
the Aztec 
Mine, 


through 
employes, 
and 
planting 


I hem in the Mystic; at any 
rate, 


Manby grew rich, and in 1900 built 
a. huge, rambling house here. 


This house—the one where he met 


his death—is surrounded by 20 acres 
of ground, enclosed by a formidable 
wall. It has 20 rooms, and for year 
Manby had it filled with expensive 
furniture and art objects. 
lie al- 


ways seemed to fear intrusion, how- 
ever, and the windows were always 
heavily barred, while the door lead- 
ing In from 
the street 
bore 
six 


heavy locks. 


As Manby grew older his 
feare 


increased. 
lie obtained a huge po- 


lice dog to keep him company, lie 
believed that someone was trying 
1o poison him, and during the last 
year.1; of his life he cooked all of his 
food himself, dismissing- 
his 
rook 


and servant girl and living absolute- 
ly alone in his -big, silent house. 


Then his mysterious fears grew. 


Jle talked constantly of secret un- 
derground passages connecting with 
hia house. 
Often ho was seen on 


the roof, wig-wagging incomprehen- 
sible signals io someone with col- 
ored flags. 
His place fell into dis- 


repair. 
Many of his paintings and 


prized bits of furniture 
vanished. 


Taos residents looked on him as n 
queer, very mysterious person, and 
had little to do with bun. 


HEADLESS BODY IS FOUND 
On the last day of June, 1929, a 


deputy sheriff 
called 
to serve 
a 


judgment on Manby 
in a 
?12,000 


damage suit a woman 
had 
filed 


against him for breach of promise. 
He was unable to get in. Returning 
three days later, he called local au- 
thorities and broke in the door. 


On a cot in a bedroom lay a man's 


body. 
Beside it, on the floor, lay 


Manby's big police, dog, eying the 
officers 
suspicious!}-. 
The 
officers 


went 
to the cot to examine 
the 


body and found that the head -was 
missing. 
A search 
disclosed 
the 


head lying on the floor in an ad- 
Joining room. 


The front door to the house had 


been locked from the inside. 


The head was horribly mutilated, 


and at first the 
coroner 
believed 


that Manby had died from some nat- 
ural cause and that his dog, locked 
in and starved to desperation, had 
attacked the body and torn the head 
off. 
That explanation sufficed for 


a time. 


Later, however, people -who ,had 


viewed the body recalled that the 
head had been cleanly severed from 
the neck. The body was exhumed 
and a new examination was made. 
Bullet wounds were found 
In the 


head and chest, and the dog—which, 
by the way, had been shot—was of- 
ficially absolved of guilt. 
It was 


realized that Manby had been mur- 
dered. 


OTHER VICTIMS BEHEADED 
Investigators have learned of half 


a, dozen other men, associated with 
Manby at one time or another in 
the last couple of decades, who were 
murdered; and startlingly 
enough, 


several of them were decapitated by 
their slayers. But no way of link- 
ing these killings with Manby's has 
been found.

declared. 


Questionnaires were, sent to this 


group of stations 
to get the facts 


about interference, and to determine 
ones and for all, whether the ever- 
Increasing demand for adde'd radio 
facilities in this regional category 
can be met. 
Because of th» cram- 


ming: of these stations, the commis- 
sioner asserts, the results of the sur- 
Vey show that the average night ser- 
vice area of a 1,000 watt station is 
only about 
50 miles 
in radius. It 


showed also that the service area in- 
creases and the interference lesssens 
where stations on the same channel 
are 1,000 miles or more apart, indi- 
cating clearly 
that there are too 


many stations on the air, and that 
the necessary geographical 
separa- 


tion cannot be allowed under the ex- 
isting set-up. 


"The only way 
to materially im- 


prove radio reception 
in the "United 


States," 
Commissioner 
LaFount 


concludes, "is to eliminate a number 
of stations and 
to apply strictly 


sound engineering principles in mak- 
ing any future assignments." 


The data supplied by the stations 


themselves coincides "to a remark- 
able degree" with 
the reports and 


observations of the radio supervisors 
throughout the country, based upon 
thousands of monitoring checks and 
with reports of radio listeners, the 
commissioner stated. "With this in- 
formation before them, commission 
engineers are studying the problem 
of duplicating station 
assignments 


on the same channel and methods of 
reducing interference. 


There is 
a constant 
clamor of 


small stations trying to "grow up" 
for change in wavelength, increased 
power, and all-around improved as- 
signment, as well as a Bteadily in- 
creasing effort on the part of indiv- 
iduals and companies to break into 
the broadcasting business Tilth new 
stations. Hlost of these applications 
are for regional 
stations, and the 


commission almost invariably denies 
those for new stations. 


"It is very evident that most ap- 


plicants are being misled by the com- 
mission's present 
allocation of re- 


gional stations," says Commissioner 
Z/aFount. "They base their applica- 
tions and urge grants on the basis of 
those already made, little realizing 
the present overcrowded conditions, 
•which la a result of the commission's 
desire to accommodate all existing 
Btations."

TO CONTINUE LOW, 


BANKERS BELIEVE 


financiers Worried, How- 


ever, Over Small Volume 
of Loans 


BY J. C. BOYLE

Washington — Interest rates are 


certain to be low for somft time to 
come. This is the feeling expressed 
by bankers, both governmental and 
private. The thing that apparently is 
worrying both groups of financiers, 
however, is that the volume of loans 
is not showing 
the 
improvement 


which the interest rates would tend 
to foster. As to 
the cause for this, 


charges and countercharges are fly 
ing thick and fast. 


Bankers say business men are not 


taking advantage of the cheap mon 
ey and are declining to make the inv 
provements 
and expansions which 


are justified and that they are fail- 
ing to promote additional Industrial 
activity. 
The businessmen declare 


the bankers are declining 
to make 


loans at present rates which they 
would have approved without hesi- 
tancy a year ago when rates were 
high. 


On one question the two factions 


are agreed. 
They say the country 


was overstocked with commodities a 
year ago and that since each indus- 
try is out to make money, it is only 
in the exceptional cases that expan- 
sions are warranted 
until present 


stocks are dissipated. 


DON'T EXPECT ADVANCE 


With these viewpoints in mind, it 


seems fairly evident that advances 
in money rates are not anticipated at 
l-resent. Banks and corporations are 
taking their surplus funds and put- 
ting them into bonds instead of loan- 
ing them.

Find Trout Farther Down 


Stream Early In Season 


B* B. A. CLAFLIN 


As the older and more experienced 


trout fishermen know, during the 
early part of the season, that is, be- 
fore the hot weather of late 
June 


comes on, the trout will be found 
father down in the main streams, 
With the advent of mid-season, how- 
ever, they work upward toward the 
headwaters and spring holes. Some 
will say that in former years this 
was not the case for 
the 
reason 


that good fishing could be had al- 
most anywhere in the main streams. 


To a certain extent that was true, 


but it was because there were more 
trout, and not because their habits 
were any different. 
The same urge 


impelled them toward the colder wa- 
ters as now but, because of their 
numbers in earlier days before they 
were fished so extensively, a good 
catch, of the stragglers could made 
made in the main streams; whereas 
now their scarcity and the difficulty 
Df making a decent catch is more 
noticeable. 


Nor in the old days, just because 


of the numbers, did 
one have to 


watch weather conditions so close- 
ly. The streams were thickly pop- 
ulated with fish and as a result, 
their natural food was kept down to 
a point where the angler's flies were 
much more appealing. 


After cold nights, such as we had 


last Friday and Saturday, and fol- 
lowed as the succeeding days were 
by clear and windy weather, trout 
are not on the feed. I just returned 
with a party from the upper waters 
of the Wolf river and were sorely 
tried to make a fair 
catch. 
We 


fished three ?cts of rapids south of 
Langlade. The lish were there, but 
not one did wo fcco rise for surface 
feeding. When they arc rising, my 
first move is to ascertain the nature 
of the insects they are feeding on. 
When this is known and your are 
properly equipped with fliee, 
the 


matter of getting trout is not so 
difficult. 
But, no fishing rising, we 


knew they would not be interested 
in surface lures. However, we of- 
fered them some twenty different 
patterns, anyhow, but managed to 
take only two fish, and these were 
barely 
above 
the 
so-called 
size 


"limit." 


Upon dressing them we saw that 


they had been feeding on bottom 
life. 
One was well gorged 
with 


small crayfish; the other one had 
tiny creepers and similar matter in 
his stomach. Observing these things 
we rigged up with small spinners, 
lly companions used worms in addi- 
tion to the spinners, but I attached

a fairly large fly of many colors, 
something like a Silver Doctor. Thus 
equipped, we succeeded in taking 
several nice fish—enough for anyone 
at any time, as conditions are now.
